T errllic a n d D e stru ctiv e Bxploslon C aused 
by I.iglitoing. 


C h ic a g o , August 29th.—At 9:15 o'clock 
this m orning, in the midst of a heavy 
thunder-storm , the potvder magazine be­ 
longing to the Tallin A Rand I’owdcr Com­ 
pany was stru k by lightning. 
An ex­ 
plosion followed, which destroyed prop­ 
erty valued at $75,000R esides killing two 
peraons alm ost instantly and fatally injur­ 
ing three, and contributing painful injuries 
to nearly twenty-live others. 
The com­ 
bined efforts of a bard-fought battle, a 
cyclone and tire withering influences of 
lightning, could not have presented a pict­ 
ure of more abject desolation and destruc­ 
tion than did the country for half a mile in 
all directions from llie exploded magazine. 
T he day had opened gloomy, and at 8 
o'clock the rain began falling fiercely from 
imm ense banks ol clouds. 
Flashes of 
lightning were seen chasing each other 
across the whole firmament, until 
the 
heavens seemed ablaze, and the thunder 
was deafening. 
At 9:15 a Hash, which it is 
alleged w, - brighter than those preceding, 
was followed by a reporv th it shook the 
greater portion of Cook coumtv. 
It was a 
sharp report, lmt, strange to say, by most 
who lived in the vicinity iff the < xplosion, 
it was hardly distinguishable from ihe 
series of thunderclaps which had been in 
order during the morning. 
There was 
a 
trem endous shaking of (ho 
earih, 
and anieles of furnituie not stationary 
were throw n about m e rooms as if they 
were playthings in a giant's power. 
Men, 
women and ehilden were tossed around at 
will by the terrible resistless force released 
by the explosion. 
T he scene of the catas­ 
trophe is about two miles from the ex­ 
trem e southw est!rn edge of the city, near 
where Archer avenue settles down into the 
conventional country highway. On oneside 
wave great fields of ripening corn, on the 
other a broad stretch of prairie runs for 
nearly a m ile in all directions. There are, 
or rather there were, a dozen plain but 
strongly built houses, with walls of yellow 
brick, roofs of slate and strong iron doors. 
These were magazines, in which the hulk 
of the powder supply for Chicago and the 
territory dependent upon her was stored. 
Right in the m idst ot the magazines rose 
the hom e of M. J. Tierney, Police Magis­ 
trate of tlie town of I.ake, in the lim its of 
which the corporation warehouses stood. 
The house was, until to-day, an attractive 
looking home, two slories high, w ith a 
spacious veranda in front, and surrounded 
by a num ber of substantial outhouses. 
It 
overlooked the Archer road, about forty 
feet away. Three hundred feet northeast 
of the Tierney residence was a little cot­ 
tage, rudely built and surrounded by ruder 
sheds, stables and hog-pens, and the m aga­ 
zine of the I.allin A Rand Powder Com­ 
pany. 
One of the largest structures in the 
neighborhood was 
a 
substantial brick 
house, 70 by 50, with a slate roof and an 
iron door of great strength. The magazine 
was 300 yards east of the cottage of John 
Uuillanit, and 700 feet from the residence 
of Mr. Tierney. W hen the rain began fall­ 
ing this m orning people in the vicinity were 
all in doors, m any of them prolonging their 
Saturday night's rest. An occasional wagon 
passing along the Archer road was about 
ihe only sign of life outdoors. Just pre­ 
ceding the explosion a long, vivid electric 
flaiue seemed to burst from a cloud directly 
over Ratlin A Rami s magazine. In an in ­ 
stant Ihe air was filled with flying missiles, 
and masses of brick and clay, sheets of tin, 
large stones and pieces of tim ber performed 
Indescribable gyrations hundreds of ieet in 
the air, some falling back close to the points 
from which they started, while others shot 
off through space w ith frightful velocity, 
only conforming to laws of gravitation. A 
long flight of stones, weighing from one to 
one hundred and fifty pounds, were thrown 
into fields two miles from the scene. Trees 
were stripped of their foliage, fences by the 
mile were laid, telegraph w ires snapped 
like fragile threads, and the prairie bore 
seams as of the work of thousands of steam 
plows. 
Not a building w ithin a m iieof the 
explosion escaped damage. The little cot­ 
tage of John Uuhl, w ith its surrounding 
outhouses, was laid low without warning, 
and in a m oment part of theexploded ware­ 
house began tailing on the debris of the 
cottage. 
Guhl's family consisted of himself, wife 
and Carrie Ahrenworlh, 14 years old. The 
latter was instantly killed, while Gulil and 
wife were dragged from th erm o s fright­ 
fully m utilated. 
Their horse, cow and 
swine w.ere all killed by the concussion, 
anti their bodie- blown full of dirt, sand 
and powder. The ruins of G uhl’s house 
immediately 
took 
fire, and 
fragments 
burned out during the day. The body of 
Carrie Abrcnvvorth presented a sickening 
spectacle, half of her face being torn away, 
the eyes alm ost blown from the sockets, 
ami there was a gaping hole in the fore­ 
head large enough to receive a man s fist. 
The left arm was torn from the shoulder. 
Fatally injured are: 
Miss Carrie Ahren- 
worth. killed instant];,: 
Peter Kenn, a 
farmer, ribs broken aud severely burned; 
John Guhl, teamster for Oriental Powder 
Company, ribs fractured, right leg broken 
in two places, and internal w ounds; Mrs. 
Guhl, skull crushed; Mrs. Elsie Devine, 
right leg crushed to a jelly, and the breast 
transfixed by a strip of glass. The shock 
caved in two magazines of the Oriental 
l’ov.der Company and also those belonging 
to the W arner Powder, Hazard Dupont 
Company and the Forcite dynam ite store­ 
house ot Ratlin it Rand Company/ only 
one of which exploded. W here it stood 
there is an im m ense excavation of nearly 
fifty feet in depth. 
The exploded magazine contained, it is 
estimated, 110,000 pounds of powder, and 
half as m uch dynamite. 
In the neighbor­ 
ing ten store-houses were 500.000 pounds of 
dynam ite, and twice as much powiler. Not 
fine of the eleven buildings bad lightning 
rods or conductors. 
In crea se o f P a y D e m a n d e d . 
N'kw York, August 29:h.—A demand for 
an increase of pay for the New Y'ork Cen­ 
tral employes has been made by District 
Assembly No. 5. Knights of Raix>r. The 
demand is for 10 to 15 per cent, advance 
in wages, pay for holidays, and double pay 
for overtime. The class of employes cov­ 
ered includes the track laborers and repair­ 
ers, laborers employed by the day, switch­ 
men, freight handlers and car cleaners. 
About 900 men are affected, and the largest 
num bers are track laborers, whose present 
wages of $1 25 per day, for ten hours, is 
asked to be increased’to $1 50. The in­ 
crease asked for the switch-men is from $40 
to $45 ]>er m onth. The officers of the New 
York Central say there is no dissatisfaction, 
so far as they know, about their employes. 
They are willing to bear complaint?, and 
consider the request of the employes, but 
they intend to resist the establishm ent of 
the power of Ihe K nights of Rabor on the 
Central road. 


L iv ely T im es la th e N ew Y ork D ry G oods 
D istr ic t. 
N ew Y ork, August 2!'th.—The .Vetrj says: 
T he special freight rates on cotton piece 
goods, which went into effect Thursday, 
have made things lively in the dry goods 
district. For weeks previous to the reduc­ 
tion, no heavy shipm ents of goods affected 
by the change were made, except of stock 
inuncdiately required. As a result, orders 
have accumulated for the last two days, and 
the shipping forces of nearly all the largest 
houses have been working untiL far into 
the night. This agreement between the 
trunk line3 and M erchants’Committee does 
not affect the existing freight contracts be­ 
tween the roads and shippers, nor does it 
require that the special rate of 50 cents ]>er 
100 pounds m ust be paid if the railroad 
rates sbouid decrease below the special 
rate. 
It applies only to firms that sign the 
agreement to abide by the conditions of the 
reduction. About thirty of the principal 
houses have already signed. 
Su rvey o f C rater L a k e, O regon . 
W ashington, August 29th.—The party- 
sent out by the Geological Survey, under 
comm and of Captain Clarence E. Dutton, 
U nited Slates Arm y, has succeeded in 
reaching and m aking 5 complete survey of 


Crater lake, in Oregon, a body of water 
whose shores, w ith the possible exception 
of one point in the southwest, have never 
been touched by the foot of white men. 
The party’s boats were hauled a hundred 
miles by m ule teams, and dragged by a 
detail of soldiers up the snow-clad sides of 
the ridge which surrounds the lake, and 
lowered by 1 ojies from the crest to the wa­ 
ter, 900 feet below, fine hundred and sixty 
soundings were made, the result of which 
gave the general character of the lake bot­ 
tom . Two large submerged cinder cones 
were fouud, respectively 800 and 1,200 feet 
high, the rest of th e” bottom being fiat. 
Captain Dutton believes this to be the best 
body of fresh water on the continent. The 
greatest depth attained by the sounding 
line was 2,005 feet. 
W e ster n C rop Su m m ary, 
Chicago, August 29.h.—The Fanners lie- 
riew sum m ary in this week's edition says: 
Detailed rejiorts Irom the corn belt are of a 
decided im provem ent in the crop in Ohio, 
Indiana ami Minnesota, in all of which 
States there ¡sat present promise ot afull av­ 
erage. This is in accordance with the tenor 
of the reports for the last three weeks, but 
in some instances in the three States named 
the outlook is declared to be unusually 
promising. In H am ilton county, Nebraska, 
the outlook is favorable for a full yield, 
while Rullalo. H arlan and W ebster coun­ 
ties indicate a fair yield. 
In Douglas, 
( iteo and Richardson counties, Nebraska, 
the outlook is for less than one-half. 
In 
Illinois generally an im provem ent of Irom 
5 to lu per cent, is rated. The general 
average of the State rem ains low. The 
general average is low (or Iowa counties, 
running to 10 to 90 per cent. The avt rage in 
Missouri ranges 30 to (15 j>er cent. The 
average docs not prom ise one-half of an 
average yield in Dakota. The yield of 
wheat is averaging from 12 to IS bushels, 
and the grain is grading weil in M innesota. 
The yield of wheat ranges from 8 to 21 
bushels, ruling very irregular in m any 
counties. Iu Iowa. Indiana, Illinois and 
W isconsin ground is reported to be too dry 
to perm it of fall plowing, and fears of a 
drought are still seriously felt. Owing to 
the drying up of ]>astures, unless relief by 
rain comes shortly, stock w ill go into win­ 
ter in jioor condition.

If ive read between the 
lines its intent is clear enough. 
ín a sin­ 
gle sentence it may be summed up— Rus­ 
sia is chagrined, angry and hum iliated by 
th e failure of the infamous plot to over­ 
throw rightful 
authority in Bulgaria. 
Russia, th at has boasted so much, talked 
so loudly of political liberty and the in­ 
tegrity of the map of Europe, has been 
slapped in tiie face by outraged public 
opinion and compelled to withdraw its 
clipped claws from the body of Bulgaria. 
Even its late confederates, (¡crinanv and 
Austria, recognize the contem pt of the 
world, and seek to wash their hands of the 
whole afiair. 
it is not improbable, by the 
way, th at this latest event may result in 
breach of the triple alliance, 
which 
rupture m eans “ war in Europe.” 
W hat 
does I)e G iers mean by his Franzensbad 
circular when he says th at Russia learned 
the real facts about A lexander’s deposition 
w ith amazement, and at once instructed 
her agents in Bulgaria to secure a reversal 
c f what had happened, “ and not leave a 
trace of suspicion that Russia’s action had 
any influence in the affair ?” 
Does he ex­ 
pect 
anybody to 
believe th a t? 
IIow 
under the sun can that expression he 
reconciled with the dispatch of the Czar, 
that A lexander must renew his abdication 
and not return to his 
-at ? 
it is absurd, 
ridiculously absurd, to suppose that the 
Czar of Russia and Do Giers, w ith all the 
resources of an Em pire at their command, 
ilid not know from the first moment every 
faot and detail connected with the affair. 
W hy should they not have known, since it 
is as plain as 
a 
pike-staft 
th at the 
Russian 
M inistry 
put 
up 
the whole 
scheme. 
It is clear now th at the people of 
Bulgaria never conceived or executed it. 
Servia laid no hand in it, of course. 
The 
T urk could not have brought it about, 
evea if so minded. 
The men who headed 
the so-called revolt at once turned to 
Russia and besought her protection. 
Two 
of these fellows, Zankoff and Gruefl, have 
been tried over the drum -head and sen­ 
tenced to death, and Clement, a third con­ 
spirator, doomed to imprisonment for life. 
It the Russian Czar and his oruel M inistry 
have a particle of humane feeling in their 
composition, they will make some effort to 
save these tools of their purpose. 
The 
díctales of common manhood ought to in ­ 
spire them to that action. 
But it is alto­ 
gether likely that they will perm it these 
victims of their unholy ambition to suffer 
in order the better to mask th eir own com­ 
plicity in the outrage, against which the 
civilized world is to-day protesting. There

tions which we were the first to regret?” 
W hat Russia lias done in the m atter of 
“repairing" has lieen to take the hack

contem pt of the world. 
Even Emperor 
W illiam felt compelled for once to speak 
w ithout the tue of his official lung, Bis­ 
marck, and sharply rebuke the Russian 
A iexander for his dastardly attem pt to 
uuprison the Bnttenberg Alexander.

AN ARBOR DAY. 


THE TICKET, 


It really begins to look as if Joaquin 
.Miller was, after all, born for a purpose. 
He has proposed to M ajor-General How­ 
ard to plant a num ber of trees on Yerba 
Buena Island in the harbor of San F ran­ 
cisco, as the inauguration of tree planting 
and forestization in this State. 
General 
Howard has approved the idea and prom ­ 
ises to ask Government for an appropria­ 
tion to enlarge the scheme. 
M iller has 
named October 30th as his arbor day, and 
announces th at he has already a number 
of volunteer aids from members of the 
press. 
M any papers “ second the motion ” 
and propose that the people generally 
make that day California’s A rbor Day. 
W e like the idea, but the date for the inte­ 
rior section is too early. The arbor day that 
thus springs from the jieople w ith spon­ 
taneity is more apt to be generally ob­ 
served than a day designated by cold for­ 
m ality of law. 
If no more than a ’ thou­ 
sand people in California on the 30th of 
October next, or such other day as m ay !»e 
agreed upon, will each plant one tree by 
the wayside w ith a view of caring for it 
until it is aiile to care for itself, we will 
have commenced a great desirable work 
th at will expand into one of immeasurable 
benefit to California. 
N ine States of the 
Union have their “A rbor Day” now, and 
no to n e th at has adopted the “ id ea ” re­ 
grets it. 
< >hio’s “Arbor Day ” last year re­ 
sulted in the setting of 200,000 trees, sev­ 
enty per cent, of which to date arc living 
and give promise of attaining full growth. 
The effect of that m uch additional foliage 
in Ohio in a single year will he felt in cli­ 
mate, h ealth and production, to say noth­ 
ing of the prom ise for the future. 
In 
California if we are to engage in tree 
planting let us select not the most rapid 
growers, hut the hardy tree of full foliage 
and deep rooting quality. 
In agricultural 
regions planting should be made on the 
north side of fields in order to create bar­ 
riers to the only wind th at harm s us. 


Tin-; wisdom of “ trusting the people” 
is being more and more impressed upon 
politicians of liotli parties. 
The usurping 
Democratic Committee of El Dorado that 
‘ appointed ’’ delegates to the Democratic 
State Convention some weeks ago, lias 
taken warning from gathering clouds, has 
undone its action and called a Convention 
to select delegates ; but not until there was 
a bolt made and a set of Convention dele­ 
gate;, selected. 
All this business concerns 
party less than it does the people gener­ 
ally.

Proclamation. 


S i a t f . o f C a l if o r n ia , 
E xecut.ve Department 
Sacramento, July 31,1886.J 


VXJHEREA3, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
F t stale of California, at ils Twenty sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day ol January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighiy-flve, two- 
th ird . of all the members elected to er.cli of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten aud Lleven of Article 
Thirteen, oí the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


S e c t io n 1. All property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the laws of the 
United -tates, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word properly, as used iu this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, boiuls, stocks, dues, franchises and alj 
other m atters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; providtd, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
theU nited States, ihis State, or any county or 
municipal corporation w ithin this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed aud taxed os a purl of the realty; and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ol this article: and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxiMion ol snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this State, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their grossor net earnings, in lieu ol an ad val­ 
orem tax 
The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona tide residents if this gtate. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in section Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or nnder 
his control, at twelve o'clock meridian, on the 
first Monday in March. 


Srl!c. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and pefeon ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, aud upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon rueh prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed aud taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on tbe thirty-first day oi December last 
& 
receding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
eforc thefirel davof May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations ns may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads arc situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this State, the gross an ■ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained aud 
determined by taking: 


Pird- The gross earnings which, duriug the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Seeond—The gross camings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this State, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta*es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which tbe number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in making such earnings, bears to “ he 
whole nnmber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. Tbe pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 


shall l>e added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for ail purposes of assess­ 
m ent ami taxation. For every purpose cp this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings mcde wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-tliird of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall he paid to 
the county or counties in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of ihe rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For tho 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated asacouuty. Anycorpo- 
ration, as-ocin'ion, partnership, person'or per­ 
sons, unlawiully failing or refusing to pav tho 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due, or within thirty days thereafter, sh ill 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this state. The taxes 
herein provided for. together with Ruch penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the non-pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the properly 
herciutefore in this section designated, and may 
he enforced ill such m anner as ihe Legislature 
may by law prescribe. Ail railroads, so fur ns 
ihe same are situated within the boundariesof 
any common school district, shall he subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors ol the district, at a special election 
heid for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erly situated w ithin the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Aud all railroads, as far as thcv are situated 
w ithin the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


S e c . II. Income taxes raav he assessed and 
collected from persons, corj>o"rations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this Stale, or anv one or more of 
them , iu such cases and amounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law. h o Court 
w ithin this State shall have power, by injunc 
tiou or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
diiay the collection o; any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing tliHt the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
lor the same purpose in the same year, and then 
oui; upon paym ent to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, <il a sum equal to the am ount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property ir. question 
provided, that in all cases actions may he m ain­ 
tained against the Tax Collett r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced w ithin thirty days alter 
such illegal taxes have l>ecn paid.' it shall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brourht, to try them , upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, aud such taxes so paid under protest shall 
lie retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the_y.gislature may desiguute. until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


No'hing in this amendment shall nffect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore In­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; ami all laws in force at the adop1 ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain iu fail force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eigiiteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


M ounted Sword Contents. 
Several hundred people assembled at 
Recreation Park yesterday to' witness the 
mounted sword contests announced to take 
t'laee there. About half the spectators 
paid an entrance fee, and the other half 
climbed over the fence, while crowds occu­ 
pied private boxes in the branches of the 
surrounding shade trees, from which they 
witnessed the bloodless combat between 
the gladiators. The lirst event was a set-to 
betwten Sergeant M. Steinkoenig and Cor­ 
pora'. J. llrosius, "both members of the 
Hussars. They were provided with the 
usual wire masks over their beads and 
faces, and each wore sole-leather cuffs 
reacliing to the elbows. They were armed 
with straight foils, about onc- balf inch in 
width and a yard in length. Professor 
Lot;:- Cericliten was chosen referee, and 
Captains Heilbron and Jennings were the 
judges. Steinkoenig was mounted on a 
tiery little bay, while his adversary bestrode 
a staid and sober black animal, which inva­ 
riably -topped as the other galloped toward 
him, and showed R disposition to keep out 
of harm's way. There were tifteen attacks 
in all, nnd the judges so managed that the 
honors were as nearly evenly divided as 
possible. Brosius was awarded the victory 
on eight points to seven for his adversary. 
There was nothing at. all exciting in the 
affair, but the combatants were subjected 
to a good deal of good-natured raillery by 
I lie audience. Once when the Corporal's 
horse -bowed a decided disinclination to 
approach the scratch, some youngster in 
tlie crowd called out that perhaps the ani­ 
mal scented blood, the Sergeant (who was 
then galloping furiously to the center) be­ 
ing a member of the’ butcher fraternity. 
Indeed, to draw it mildly, the audience did 
not seem tobe at all impressed with the 
gravity of the situation as expressed in 
the faces of the bold knights as they en­ 
deavored to get near enough to each other 
to touch swords. 
The foaming steeds and perspiring ama­ 
teurs now made room for the professional 
swordsmen. Captain II. A. Jennings and P. 
I». Chance. The former was some months 
ago awarded a victory of Duncan C. Iioss, 
and the latter is a resident of this city, and 
has just come to the front as a .swordsman. 
Jennings is a light-built man, while 
Chance is a six-footer and weighs probably 
100 or gOO pounds. They wore no armor, 
only the head masks referred to. Captain 
Heilbron acted as referee, and Thomas J. 
Scott and 
Donahue officiated as judges. 
There were twenty-one attacks. Jen­ 
nings 
rode a steady black 
horse, 
which came 
fearlessly to the cen­ 
ter, 
while 
Chance’s 
horse invari­ 
ably stopped, reared and wheeltri’at the at­ 
tack. placing his rider at a decided disad­ 
vantage. Although this battle was con­ 
ducted in better style than the preceding 
one, both Jennings and Chance displaying 
a knowledge of sword exercise, it was 
hardly what the audience seemed to have 
expected, as neither was unhorsed, and no 
blood was shed.

Verhaegen’H Case. 
Louis Verhaegen, the burly “ lover," who 
is supposed to have so cruelly beaten Lilly 
Forre--, the L-strcet courtesan, was up be­ 
fore the Police Court on Saturday to answer 
to a charge of assault to murder, preferred 
against him by Thomas Consolation, to 
which charge lie pleaded not guilty, and 
. fixed at $1.000. A charge of bat­ 
tery was also laid against liiiu. which was 
sworn to bv the injured woman. Consola­ 
tion was one of the parties present, on the 
outside of the house, who claims to have 
heard the row inside, and the screams of 
the woman. The City Attorney will, un­ 
doubtedly, look after the ends of justice in 
the proper way ; but it would seem that if 
the woman will lirst testify against Verhae- 
gen to the extent of proving a case of bat­ 
tery, in accordance with her complaint, the 
graver charge would, in effect, be sustained, 
for it was certainly an assault to murder. 
Had she not been a woman of an unusually 
strong constitution she would have been 
killed. As it was, she barely escaped a 
fractured skull. It has been hinted that 
the defense would prove—or endeavor to 
prove—that the woman herself inflicted 
the injuries upon her person for the pur­ 
pose ot exciting the sympathy of Yerliaegen, 
whom she suspected of being wavering in 
liis affection for lier. This is simply pre­ 
posterous, for there were wounds upon her 
person which she could not possibly have 
inflicted herself, some of them evidently 
the result of beatings received several days 
before the last assault upon lier. This is 
one of the most shameful cases of brutality 
that has over come before the criminal 
Courts of this city, and every attempt to 
shield the guilty party should be stub­ 
bornly contested. It might also be well 
for the offlcets to ascertain whether or not 
Verhaegen is amenable to the vagrancv law. 
A Sunday Kpisode. 
Ab> at noon yesterday there was a slight 
commotion on I street, between Second and 
Third, caused by an excited Mongolian 
rushing into the street in pursuit of four 
of his countrymen. He was armed with 
an immense pistol, but had no opportunity 
to use it, as the pursued got within doors 
in short order. On being asked some time 
afterward what was the trouble, he re­ 
plied: "Chinaman him all sell'tun my 
iioss an’ wagon. 
1 no gettee slent. But 
all lite now. Chinaman what buy 'urn be 
only pay oder tleller one-liap.

The City Bonds Controversy. 
Eds. Record-Unios—I commenced this 
controversy with Mayor Brown to prevent 
his inflicting a great financial calamity on 
the city. He seems tired of that subject 
and wants me to give an account of my 
connection with city finances for the last 
quarter of a century or so. Whilst I doubt 
whether the public is at all interested in 
that question, I will answer some of the 
Mayor's questions. I came to this city to 
practice law in 1852. In 1S02, without any 
knowledge or consent of mine, the Board 
of Levee Commissioners elected me attor­ 
ney for the Board. My duty as such re­ 
quired me to institute legal proceedings to 
condemn the right of way for a levee from 
Brighton to above Courtland, to clear off 
timber and brush on both sides of the 
American river from Brighton to the 
mouth, and to dig two canals on the north 
side of the river to.straighten the channel. 
This involved the prosecution of suits 
against each separate owner. The investi­ 
gation of a great many exorbitant de­ 
mands, and the examination of a great 
many witnesses was the occupation of my 
time'for many months. When the work 
was done I donated my services to the city. 
I refused to hand in any bill or accept any 
allowance from the Board. This was no 
doubt a high crime in the estimation of 
Mr. Brown—to refuse to take money from 
the city treasury when I had a chance. He 
has under his control the records of the 
Levee Commission and can verify this 
statement. 
When the Hoagland bill was before the 
Legislature authorizing him to sue the 
city, the Board of Trustees requested me 
to go before the committee and make an 
argument against its passage. I did so. I 
argued against the constitutionality of the 
bill. Most of the committeemen told me 
they thought I was right on the constitu­ 
tional question, but as the bill was, in their 
judgment, an equitable one, the)- would 
pass it and leave the Courts to decide the 
constitutional question. For this I pre­ 
sented no hill against the city, and I never 
received anything. 
In 1872, after being applied to to bring suit 
against the city on its bonds—which I re­ 
fused to do—I looked into the city debt 
matter and found it was in an apparently 
hopelessly insolvent condition. 1 set to 
work to study out a plan to relieve her, if 
possible. I thought 1 could see a way to 
get the city out of its difficulty in twelve 
or fifteen years with not a very heavy rate 
of taxation. At my own expense—exeent 
$15 contributed bv'Wni. Gtvynn, the lime 
merchant—I hired halls, printed hand bills 
and circulars, etc., got the people aroused 
to the importance ot the matter and got mv 
hill through ths Legislature. I asked Gov­ 
ernor Booth to appoint myself, J. D. Lord 
and Henry Merwin on the’lloard. He did 
so, and for a period of six years we con­ 
ducted the business with very light taxes, 
bought about $800,000 of bonds and cou­ 
pons, performed all the labor without a 
dollar of compensation, kept down the 
entire expenses for a period of six vears to 
the low figure of $1,102 70, and about nine- 
tenths of this was for advertising. There 
was no special provision in the bill for pay­ 
ment of traveling expenses, railroad fares, 
etc. These I paid out of my own private 
funds. To the great misfortune of Sacra­ 
mento city, Henry Merwin died. To its 
still greater misfortune, John (j. Brown 
was appointed his successor. After this the 
Trustees imprudently got the city into 
litigation by refusing to levy the 55 per cent, 
tax for the creditors. Then Frank Living­ 
ston, himself one of the largest creditors of 
the city, and, it I mistake not, represent­ 
ing some of the other large creditors, came to 
Sacramento and urged upon me the accept­ 
ance of a retainer to prosecute the claims 
of the creditors against the city. This I 
positively refused. But I went to San 
Francisco and, with the assistance of Mr. 
Livingston, got all the creditors, so far as I 
knew them, to agree to a settlement with 
the city. 1 brought up this proposed agree­ 
ment for settlement, and on this agreement 
Mr. McClatchv attached his amendment 
for repudiating the coupons of 1872-70. 
So far, the dividends of inyselt and the 
Beatty family in general from the Fund 
Commission, have been of the Irish nature. 
It cost me $300 before I got the bill through 
the Legislature. It cost me at least $200 
more for traveling expenses and hotel bills 
during those eight years, besides some 
other small incidental expenses. I threw 
up the chance of a $5.000 fee, at least, and I 
performed services for the city without 
charge, worth at least $1,000 a year for eight 
years. Dividends or pecuniary benefits, to 
myself or any member of my family, not 
one cent. Mr. Brown was about eight years 
on our Commission, familiar with our ex­ 
penses and other accounts. 
We have 
vouchers for every dollar we ever ex­ 
pended. 1 defy him to show how one 
single dollar could by any possibility have 
gone to nivself or to any member of my 
family. 
In 18S2 Mr. Brown, holding the double 
offices of Fund Commissioner and First 
Trustee, signed an illegal order taking 
the money belonging to the Fund Commis­ 
sioners out of their control, and W. H. 
Beatty was employed to get it back. The 
amount allowed him as fee for getting it 
back, John (j. Brown knows that is the 
only dollar any member of the Beatty fam­ 
ily ever got out of the Fund Commission, 
directly or indirectly. 
When he talks 
about the Beatty family being supported 
off the drippings of that Commission for 
fourteen years, he knows he is uttering 
deliberate, malicious, malignant falsehoods. 
The Mayor inquires how much one of 
my sons-in-law [Mr. Denson] made by way 
of fees from the bondholders. This is 
something about which I know very little, 
and care less. Is it any of Mr. Brown's 
business what Mr. Denson charged his 
clients '.’ The city did not pay Mr. Den­ 
son's fees, nor any part of them. If begot 
fees out of the bondholders, Mr. Brown 
gave him the chance to do it. If Brown 
and his associates had not broken faith by 
failing to carry out the McClatchy compro­ 
mise, Denson would never have got those 
fees.Then lie asks what another son-in-law 
[Mr. Bates] made " by buying coupons 
cheap and getting a high price for them." 
This sentence is a happy compound of stu­ 
pidity, mendacity and malignity. The idea 
of my giving Sam Davis and Mr. Bates 
information as to how to buy coupons is 
rather too stppid even for John tj. Brown. 
But the falsehood and malignity of the 
matter is in a mean, dirt)- and groundless 
insinuation that I, as one of the Fund Com­ 
missioners, gave him some information 
whereby he got the inside track in some 
way in selling coupons at a high price to 
the Fund Commission. The records of the 
Fund Commission show'every coupon we 
ever bought from 1872 to tiie present date, 
and the party from whom purchased. Mr. 
Bates has never sold us one dollar's worth 
of coupons, nor has he even made a single 
offer to sell. If Mr. Bates made a large 
profit on his investment, he made it be­ 
cause the Mayor kindly kept tne money of 
the Fund Commission tied up until Mr. 
Davis and his friends bought up the 
whole of the old coupons at about 
20=- cents on the dollar, and then he 
kindly kept the money in the treasury, so 
that when Davis got all the old coupons, 
the Treasurer would be ready to pay them. 
W ben Mr. Davis and his friends coaid go 
to the Treasurer and draw the money on 
their coupons they had no reason to sell to 
the Fund Commissioners. 
Now, I ask Mr. Brown to show what in­ 
formation I could by possibility have given 
Sam Davis and his friend Mr. Bates, or 
anybody else, which would have enabled 
them to buy coupons cheap? What in­ 
formation they did not already possess? 
What information I could have given them 
whereby they could have sold them higher, 
or get their money from Mr. Porter 
quicker ? 
I will not ask Mr. Brown to admit any­ 
thing as an honest or truthful man, but I 
will ask him, as a convicted fabricator of 
malignant falsehoods, to admit that this is 
just as groundless a fabrication as your 
cock ami bull story about nty concocting 
the repudiation scheme—making speeches 
in favor of it, etc.

A little girl wa§ knocked down by a 
horse that was being driven up J street 
quite rapidly on Saturday evening, but was 
not seriously injured. 
The telegraphed reports of the Conven­ 
tion gave John Weil, of this city, only 
eight votes for the nomination for State 
Treasurer. He received eighty votes. 
The Galt Gazette says: “ The Democrats 
of this end of the county are talking of run­ 
ning J. B. Furnish for State Senator, J. M. 
Short for the Assembly from the Twentieth 
District, and C. W. Harvey for Sheriff."

THE BULGARIAN RUMPUS. 


Two o f th e Chief Conspirators Sentenced 
to D eath —N otes. 
[By Telegraph.1 
New Y ork, August 29th.—The Tribuno t 
cable special from London of August 28th 
says : The feeling in England during the 
last three days can only be described as one 
of intense solicitude for the personal safety 
of Prince Alexander. The English, who 
believe the Russians are capable of any­ 
thing, feared foul play. The news of the 
safe arrival of tlie Prince at Lemburg pro­ 
duced an explosion of joy. The English 
papers urge him to return at once to Solia 
and resum e the Government, regardless of 
the wishes of Bism arck or anybody else. 
Nobody doubts th at Bulgaria wants him 
back. The overthrow of the conspiracy 
which called itself a provisional govern­ 
m ent has been a trium ph of the democracy. 
The people of Bulgaria asserted their will, 
but Bismarck's regard for Bulgaria or her 
people is slight, and his desire to save the 
susceptibilities of the Czar is great. W hether 
Alexander can return or rem ain depends 
on the result of tlie conference between 
Bismarck and De Giers. 
W hat the people 
here hope is that Bismarck will sec that it 
cannot be for the peace of Europe, or for 
the security of any tiirone, that any gov­ 
ernm ent should co’nte to an ciid bv kid­ 
naping or piracy. 
But Alexander him self 
may not care to return unless he obtains 
an assurance of support. 
S o fia , August 28th.—The trial by Court- 
m artial of Zankoff, Grueff and Clement, 
leaders of the revolutionists who forced 
Prince A lexander to abdicate, has been 
finished. Zankoff and Grueff are sentenced 
to death, and Clement sentenced to im ­ 
prisonm ent for life. 
I.emueru, August 28tb.—Prince A lexan­ 
der has returned Prince W illiam of W ur- 
tem burg's visit. Stambouloff has sent the 
following dispatch to A lexander of H esse; 
“ In the nam e o f tlie Fatherland, we beg 
your Highness to telegraph to your son at 
Lemberg, our Prince, and ask him to leave 
that city to-day direct for Bucharest, where 
M. Nachevios. tlie Bulgarian Diplomatic 
Agent, will explain to him everything. The 
Bulgarian arm y and nation longingly await 
the Prince’s return.” 
Prince A lexander leaves here to-day for 
Bulgaria. 
He will go via Giurgove, ltou- 
m ania, and expects to reach Bulgarian ter­ 
ritory by to-morrow. 
His brothers. B ran­ 
d s and Ludwig, are bollt w ith him , and 
will be his traveling companions. 
P aris, A ugust 28th.—A dispatch from 
Jassy to he Temps says th at if the Powers 
prevent Prince A hxander’s return, the 
Bulgarians will proclaim a republic. 
A Cabinet council was held to-day, at 
wbieli it is asserted that a /Mmroarler was 
issued to obtain tlie sense of the Powers on 
the advisability o f bolding a new confer­ 
ence for the purpose of restoring order in 
Bulgaria. 
Constantinople, August 2Sth.—The Gov­ 
ernm ents of G erm any and Austria consider 
that the recent events in Bulgaria impose 
on England chiefly the duty to take the in­ 
itiative in any foreign action fur the settle­ 
m ent of Bulgarian affairs. 
This opinion 
will be officially comm unicated to the 
Porte. 
T he Porte has expressed its willingness 
to adopt the views of the Bulgarian Com­ 
mission in connection with the revision of 
tlie organic statures. 
It is proposed to 
elaborate a new stuiute to consist of three 
parts ; First, dealing with the rights of the 
Sultan ; 
second, with internal adm inistra­ 
tion ; 
and third, w ith finauce, railways, 
passports and customs. The l ’orte wishes 
to and a fourth section, dealing w ith the 
position of foreigners. 
L ondon, August 2Sth.—Tlie 
Russian 
papers hope that tlie interview between 
Bismarck and De Giers, the Russian For­ 
eign Minister, will hasten a settlement of 
the Bulgarian difficulty. The eventual re­ 
turn of Alexander, they say, m ight increase 
tlie difficulty for Germany. The Gazette of 
St. Petersburg advises Prince A lexander 
not to resume the governm ent of Bulgaria, 
as such a step would only result in a second 
and more decisive overthrow. 
The Russians refused to allow Prince 
A lexander a salon, carriage or servants, 
and only released him alter the Em peror 
W illiam had telegraphed to tlie Czar on 
the subject. 
Turkey is massing troops on the Rou- 
m elian frontier. 
Daily councils are being 
held at Constantinople to consider the sit­ 
uation. 
B erlin, August 28th.—Public interest 
here is centered in Prince Alexander. 
He 
has become a favorite and the news that be 
has been liberated caused a storm of popu­ 
lar delight. 
T he Prince’s portrait is dis­ 
played in m any of the show-windows. 
Some of tlie newspapers denounce his 
deposition as an audacious act of scoun­ 
drels who had been bonght with Russian 
money. One journal warns the Czar that 
Alexander is a German and that the in­ 
dignity pul upon him is an insult which 
will never lie forgotten. 
Tlie Em peror 
W illiam received the news of Alexander's 
deposition from General Von Wcrder, on 
Sunday, at a mess of officers of the guards 
at Potsdam. 
Sofia, A ugust 29th.—Prince Alexander 
has telegraphed to the Regency to announce 
to the people his intention of returning lo 
Sofia. The rebellious troops here have sub­ 
m itted, and will not be punished on condi­ 
tion they quit the country. The revolution 
was quite bloodless, and no further opposi­ 
tion is feaiei.
